Did you look forward to Friday because it meant 
the end of the week or because it meant “Papers 
today!”? Whether or not you anticipated Friday, 
there is one day the Oa\ Leaf staff members will 
always remember. That day is Wednesday—the 
day the paper was “put to bed.” In the busy Oak 
Leaf Office on that particular afternoon, there 
always was a newsy and a noisy atmosphere — type¬ 
writers clicking, doors slamming, pencils scratch¬ 
ing, and copy hitting the edge of the wastebasket 
(more often the floor). But not all copy met this 
fate; enough escaped to make its appearance Fri¬ 
day morning to tell the story of the past week on 
the campus. Rex Daniels is the central figure in the 
above picture — he’s the Editor. Surrounding him 
is his staff, whom you can identify by names below.

Were you on the Fall bewildered list when the 
students “in the \now” were murmuring about the 
“night having to jail?” And did you say, “l knew 
it all the time” when the 0 a\ Leaf sprouted the 
news that the drama class was presenting “Flight 
Must Fall?” We thought so. But how did you like 
Virgil McEwen, Alice Bondelie, and Lucille 
Gardner in their parts? We thought they were 
super. Because both performances played to stuffed 
houses, the proud dramatists took their creation 
on the road for other presentations. That is one of 
the few times this has happened in all the history 
of J.C. Between feverish rehearsals, these thespians 
managed to produce one-act plays for our student 
body assemblies, for radio, for downtown clubs, 
and for their own amusement.

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One loof at the fighting, charging mass of man-power above will tell 
you why your Santa Rosa Bear Cubs smashed undefeated through the 
1939 Northern California “B” Football Conference to win the first con¬ 
ference championship in our school’s football history. Rolling up a total 
of sixty-two scored points in conference play, with our goal line crossed 
but once in the entire season, the Bear Cubs displayed a brand of 
football that marked Santa Rosa a sure winner from the first game. 
Starting the season with twelve veterans on the squad and a flood of 
promising new material, Coaches Coo\ Sypher and Dic\ Blewett were 
able to build up three complete first-string teams and to introduce a new 
three-team system of football, fielding entirely fresh elevens during 
games rather than merely substituting individual players. The power 
of this triple-threat combination was indicated in the first practice game 
of the season, when the Bear Cubs crushed the San Francisco Boys’ 
Club 43-0. The Bear Cubs next sailed over the powerful College of 
the Pacific Frosh 19-6 with a perfectly-timed aerial attacf.

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The following weep, Santa Rosa swamped the heavy California Aggies 
26-0 in a passing game in which we clicked on twelve out of fourteen 
attempted passes—surely a record in any conference. Swinging on in 
stride into our first conference game, the Bear Cubs next waddled over 
Placer 12-0 on a muddy, rain-soaked field at Auburn, proving they 
could do it anywhere and under any conditions—and what conditions! 
Asf our marching band, who, playing in the open that stormy Saturday 
afternoon up at Placer, blew more bubbles than music! But the Auburn 
mud-baths did not prove entirely beneficial, for the following week 
Santa Rosa dropped a practice game with the heavier and more experi¬ 
enced University of California Ramblers 25-15; went down outweighed 
but not outfought in a game that kept four thousand spectators on their 
feet almost every minute of play. However, this loss only served to steady 
the Bear Cubs for their second conference game—the “big game” with 
Marin the following Friday night which followed a hectic week of 
of bonfire guarding and burning and free haircuts and what have you.

The Bear Cubs, cheered on by more than half the Santa Rosa student 
body, dumped Marin 12-0 in a hard-fought game on a wet, drizzly 
gridiron at Kentfield, avenging the defeats of last year in good measure. 
Keeping up the good wor\, the Bear Cubs next smeared Menlo 19-0, 
using another perfectly-timed passing game after the heavier Menlo 
Oafs had slowed down our running attack.And then came the final 
game with Salinas, runner-up to Santa Rosa in the conference. For 
the first time during the season, things looked bad for the Bear Cubs, 
when, in the opening quarter of this crucial game, Salinas marched 
sixty yards to smash across Santa Rosa’s hitherto undefiled goal line to 
take a 7-0 lead. But not for long—in a series of brilliant passes, the Bear 
Cubs sailed through the air for a first touchdown, then scored again on 
smashing line plays, and yet a third time with a sixty-five yard run 
around end that provided the climax of the thrill-packed season and 
gave Santa Rosa this last game 19-J. It brought home our first conference 
championship, undefeated and untied, with our goal line crossed but 
once in the entire season of conference play. Here’s a box-score summary 
of the Bear Cub’s football season:

When you put this graphic picture of our team together with the splen¬ 
did worf of our marching band, and the inovation of broadcasts of 
home games over KSRO—you understand why Bailey Field was 
jammed wcef after week. Here’s to 1938—the most successful season in 
twenty-one years of football history — and here’s to you — The Champs!

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Don’t you think the band was super this year? We thinks it was an 
outstanding feature of our junior college. Others thought so, too, for 
our band was hailed throughout the state as the finest junior college 
band in California. The sixty smartly-uniformed men and women, 
drilled to perfection by their director, Mr. Cantu, were a sensation at 
faysee athletic events. During the football season—the most successful 
in the history of our school—the band was really out there tooting. 
Their stirring music, smart drill formations, and pyrotechnic displays 
were a great drawing card for thousands of local and visiting football 
fans; and all during the rest of the year, the band carried on the good 
work at all school activities, building up faysee spirit and enthusiasm. 
We ta\e our hats of to the band, and here’s a pat on the back f or I°^ in 
Fonts, the drum major. 
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Those blue sweaters with the yellow bear cubs that you saw so often at 
campus events belonged to the Rally Committee. This group was influ¬ 
ential in centralizing fever-high school spirit and in making the rooting 
section at football and basketball games a unified group of lusty yellers. 
Those Friday noon car rallies with their blowing of horns and cheering — 
not to mention whistles and noise makers of all fends—were engineered 
by the Rally Committee. These advertised the football games to the local 
residents, worfe?d up enthusiasm among us students, and furnished a 
safety valve for those whose spirits ran too high. Other duties were the 
routine ushering and distributing of songs conducted by the Commit¬ 
tee’s officers, Frank Fadelli, Peggy McNally, and Betty fane Barr. Those 
who took the lead in the spring activities of the group were Lawrence 
Ruff, Dorothy Bafe?r, and Frank Fadelli, who was re-elected Presi¬ 
dent. The boy behind the red and blue megaphone was “finx-yeller” 
Bob Lynch.

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Champions again l Matching their record of last 
season, your Bear Cub squad again brought home 
the championship of the funior Division of the 
California Rugby Association, playing a fast and 
powerful brand of Rugby under the guidance of 
Coo\ Sypher, Doc Wheeler, and Dr. Whitafer. 
Getting off to a good start, the Bear Cubs crushed 
the Olympic Club 13-0 in the first conference 
game of the season. A strange field cost us the next 
game with Menlo, 11-3; but this only stirred up 
the Bear Cubs, and Santa Rosa really got rolling, 
cleaning up on the University of California Fresh¬ 
men 75 - 5 , the Stanford Freshmen 6-0, and pound¬ 
ing Menlo 77-9 in a return battle; and finished 
the season by smashing the powerful University 
Club 11-6.
